Count de Fleurinu was French 
Minister to China from-1920 to 1924, 
when he was appointed Ambassador 
to London. 

The Jate Count de Fleurlau was 

well ‘known in Hongkong ‘and 
throughout the Far Enst. His “im- 
perjal” beard and his flowing black 
silk bow gave him the appearance of 
an_ artist, 
* In his youth he was a keen yachts- 
man and later he was an ardent 
biblophile and a hauriter of second- 
hand bookshops. His handwriting, 
of which he wus rather proud and 
which looked beautiful at a distance, 
was famed in diplomatic circles in 
the East for Sts illegibility. 

M. de Fleuriau was doyen of the 
Diplomatle Corps In London after his 
appointment there In 1924, and he 
remained In the British capital as 
French Ambassador for rine years. 
Most of his diplomntic career, in fact, 
was spent In London, to. where he was 
first appointed as o young sceretary 
to the French ‘Embassy in 1999,. He 
rose to the rank of Counsellor dur- 
ing the carly years of the Great War, 
when his task was to supervise the 
many complex questions that arose 
between Britain and France—trans- 
port, tonnage, trading and Treasury 
facilities. The rdsult was that he 
acquired a knoWledge of economic 
probicms-that-surprised-experts-and| 
made him n rara avis among diplo- 
mats of the older school. This know- 
ledge Ied to his being sent to the 
Internatlonal Financlal Conference 
at Brussels. . ' 

His Ambassadorship to London, 
after his return from China tn 1924, 
was one of the most potent factors

relations and he was very popular 
in Enginnd. 

On his retirement in 1933 he be- 
came professor of diplomatic history 
at the Catholic Institute in Paris.

Tokyo, Jan, 20. 

Rear-Admiral Klyoshl Noda, chiet 
of the Infermation Burenu, to-day 
said that the visit of American war- 
ships to Singapore did not cause une 
xloty to the Japanese Navy. 

Japan's naval bullding pollcy, he 
indicated, was to bulld only accord- 
Ing to the need,.and there had been 
no change. He reiterated that Japan 
would not begin and would not par- 
ticipate In a race. Japan was. Still 
ready to participate in a naval lmi- 
tatlon conference, os announced 
following the London Conference, 
providing she was assured of a policy 
of non-menace and non-agiresston 
tind that 2 common upper Iimit would 
be serlously considered, 

Rear-Admlral Noda said the China 
incident was not n logteal reason 
for the Powers to increase building 
programmes because the operations 
in China were directed only towards 
peace and constituted no menace to 
the Powers, 

Referring to .an unconfirmed re- 
port, that the Americans were bulld~ 
ing 30 warships of 200,000 tons, he 
believed thls was slightly above the 
parity of Britain on the basis of the 
present British fleets, He reiterated 
that Japan would not embark on a 
bullding race for this reason or be- 
cause the Sovicts were also building. 


TRUST JAPAN 


“Admiral Noda said that Japan's 
building programme was not publish- 
ed before the China incident. How- 
ever other Powers should trust Japan. 

ie said it might be ensy to deny 
foreign reports that Japan was 
building 43,000- battleships. 
However in such an event he would 
have been asked whether Japan was 

‘building a 40,000-ton — vessel or

Of St. John Ambulance 


Mr. A. Morris, local Director of 
Ambulnnce, has received the follow-

John has been asked by His Majesty's

It is: suggested that the Brigade in 
Hongkong might wish to be trained

Mr. Hamilton Fish, a member 
of the United States House of 
Representatives, has raised his 
voice in revolt against President 
Roosevelt’s new appropriations 
which.are to be used for making 
ready the defences of the 
United States, against potential 
enemies. Mr. Fish, apparently, 
ig not impressed with the pro- 
nouncements recently made by 
the President and his colleagues 
which aver that unless the 
United States builds armaments. 
us fast, if not faster, than the 
rest of the: world, she will be- 
come a prey to any rapacious 
country-powerful-enough-to-des-. 
troy her. Mr. Fish believes that 
the peace of the world could be 
just as secure with smaller 
navies, armies and air’ forces, 
providing they are kept in fair 
ratio to the needs of the particu- 
lur nations, as, by the huge so- 
called defensive forces which are 
being feverishly built to-day. - 


The theory, as a theory, ap- 
pears to be equally as justifiable 
as that propounded by its op- 
ponents.’ What is more, it ap- 
pears to enjoy. the additional 
value of suggesting that more 
practical and beneficial use could 
be made of the huge sums of 
money which---the armaments 
race demands from those com- 
peting in it. If it is shown that 
billions of dollars can be raised 
to manufacture armaments, the 
productive value of which is nil, 
surely it would be equally 
feasible to raise the same 
revenue for purposes which will 
produce additional wealth for 
the people? . 


However one may cling to the. 
belief, rightly or wrongly, that 
a nation can be defended only 
by more and more armaments, 
the economics of the situation

answer.. Economically  speak- 
ing, no nation has a right {o in- 
vest its capital in unproductive 
interests. America’s position in 
this respect is no more, and no 
less, untenable than that of 
Great Britain, Japan, italy, 
France, Germany and Soviet 
Russla, but this docs not justify 
ono, or the other..

“On leaving these shores I carry 
away a heavy heart,” sald Mr. Hsu 
Shih-ylng, Chineso Ambassador to 
Tokyo, prior to his_. departure for 
Hongkons - by the Empress of Asia 
this aflernoon at four o'clock. ° He 
sold: “Last year In March when I 
returned to Japan I felt much con- 
cerned regarding. xclations between 
China and Japan, 
nothing was done to Improve matters 
the nation would go from bad to 
worse.” . ae 

At.that time he had pointed out 
the gravity of the situation to the 
Japanese Tenders and also influential 
Japanese in China. However, on 
July 7 tho unfortunate Lukouchino 
incident oceurred. “Although very 
unwell I felt In duty bound to re- 
turn to my post on July 13, only to 
see the situation was drifting mue 
nnd more dangerously until now it 
has come to such o' condition, which 
I can only view with. un aching 
heart," sald Mr, Hsu Shih-ying. 

Continuing Mr. Hsu sald: "His- 
tory.show every country has its ups 


and downs. Such depths and heights]- 


are not cternal but subject to change. 
The aosplratlons of race cannot be 
kept down by military forec.” 
Viewing the present situation he 
sald: “One may ask ‘far-alghted 
Japanese statesmen if they really be- 
lieve that the Japanese Government 
is pursuing the right pollcy for 
promoting Japan's everlasting wel- 
fare.” _ :

Preparations For Wedding 
To Commoner -Bride 


oe Cairo, Jan. 19° 

Thousands ore encamped in tents 
on the outskirts-of the City feasting 
on ten tons of mutton from the 
Palace, awaiting the spectacle of 
to-morrow's wedding which is giving 
the Nile “the most beautlful queen 
since Cleopatra.” 

King Forouk is marrying a com- 
moner, Sainaz Sulficar, aged 17, in a 
ceremony which will exclude all 
women apart. from the bride. This 
will bo the first marriage of Egypt's 
ruling monarch since the Pharoahe. 

The couple will be the first Inde- 
pendent sovereigns of Egypt for four 
centuries. 

The bride’s name means “grace, 
pure, very beautiful," but Farouk 
calls her Farida, meaning unique. 

The bride will ‘walt while. the 
fnther goes to the temple and signs 
the marringe contract in the presence 
of the Royal Family, the bride's 
family, 40° princes, together with 
members of the Cabinet dignitaries 
of the Court and sheiks.

JUDGE AND HUSBAND'S 
HOTEL VISIT 


The papers in a case before Mr, 
Justice Bucknill in the Divorce Court 
recently were ordered to be sent to 
the King’s Proctor. 

_ He granted’ a decree nisi, with 
costs, to Mrs. Shirley Tod, of Bury- 
road, Alverstoke, Humpshire, on the 


ground of the adultery of her hus-|- 


band, Lt-Cmdr. David Tod, The 
case was undefended and Mrs, Tod 
was given the custody of the: two 
children, 

Lt.-Cmdr. and Mrs. Tod were 
married at Alverstoke in 1929 and, 
according: to the case for the wife, 
they were extremely unhuppy, ond 
separated, Mrs. Tod found: that in 
October, 1936, her husband stayed at 
a Portsmouth hotel with another 


woman, 

Mr. Justice Bucknill said that, 
although he accepted Mrs. Tod’s 
evidence as being given in good falth, 
he considered that, from the corres- 
pondence ond the other evidence, 
proof of the adultery failed. 

-Adultery was a serious offence, he 
sald, especially in the case of 8 man 
in the position of Lt.-Cmdr. Tod. 
The evidence ‘showed that he went 
to the hotel at Portsmouth—where 
he was known—with the closs of 
woman described, for the express 
purpose of providing his wife with 
evidence for divorce. 

The -circumstances, added Mr. 
Justice Bucknill, removed the prima 
fncie inference that Lt-Cmdr. Tod 
went to the hotel to commit miscon- 
duct. He thought that where there 
were Innocent and guilty _alterna- 
tives, the court ought to infer Inno- 
cence. He was bound, however, by 
an Appeal Court decision. ;

On 
the second occuslon we were indebt- 
ed to the officers in’ charge of the 
Reservolr for their, kindness in 
bringing, us round the place to the 
best advantage, Belng aware that 
school children in. this. congested 
Colony have to be Icept more in the 
open nlr and brought out of its urban 
districts in order to widen their out- 
look on life, we have regarded it as 
nn essential supplement to our Boys’ 
education to visit’ chosen spots of 
the New Territories at least twice a 
year. On each occasion, J am happy 
to. say, a large number of masters 
participated and, helped, to explain 
things when questions were asked 
by our pupils, 


In June the four boys in Class

EXAMINATIONS 


Of the ten Normal Students who 
were examined by Government 
Examiners, five passed and two were 
referred in one or’ two subjects. For 
all these gratifying results I have to 
Ahank my staff of whose loyal und 
enthusiastic work I always been 
proud. I could not help regretting 
that the number of boys in our upper 
classes has been unavoidably small 
for the reason that, while on the one 
hand the number gradually drops in 
the course of promotion from the 
bottom of the Lower Middle to the 
top of the Higher Middle, on the 
other hand we could scarcely Ket 
new entrants to our upper school be- 
cnuse of the bi-Ilngulstic standard 
required.

IMPORTANCE OF HEALTH 


You will sce, therefore, how im- 
portant is Health to an Educational 
Institutlon. You all know Hongkong 
$s a small place and cérowded with 
houses. Space for playing fields is 
Umited, On the other hand there are 
hundreds of schools with no less than 
70 to 80 thousand students In the 
Colony. Schools that possess a pri- 
vate play-ground are few. To cater 
for all students with open fields for 
playing games such os cricket and 
football ls. Impossible. I feel, 
therefore, ‘that we are handicapped 
somewhat jn the matter of im-, 
proving the physique of students 
for lack of open space for 
Rames, The Director of Education, 
however, has seen to this and has, 
last: year, trained a number of Phy- 
sleal Instructors for the use of 
Government Schools, and students of 
your school reaped the benefit of 
their ‘services. But the number of 
Instructors. available — Is 
limited and {8 insufficient to supply 
the need of nll schools in the Colony.

T hope that the Director of Educa- 
tion will proceed with his scheme for 
training; more Physical . Instructors. 
Chinese in Honglcong are taking great 
interest in sports and games and I 
think a public gymnasium will supply 
a need to those who have no opportu- 
nity of playing football, cricket or 
tennis. Such a gymnasium will serve 
as a training school for physical 
instructors where they can pass a 
test and obtain o certificate of eM- 
ciency and become qualified instruc- 
tors. I consider that a public institu. 
tion of this nature should be under 
the control of the Government. At 
first sight my suggestion scerns to be 
a matter appertaining to Public 
Health. But Public Health should 
start with the young, that is to say 
school children and those who have 
just passed out of school.. I hope the 
Director of Educatlon wilh give my 
suggestion his earnest considcration.
